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Principles of Animal Nutrition 


By PROF. J. A. McCLEAN 


UR MEETING to-day consists of those who shall 
determine not only what the live stock of this coun- 
try shall eat for the next year, but also the very 
nature and balance of the rations which shall be fed. The 
day has arrived when manufactured feeds are of prime 
consequence in many of our densest live stock sections; 
our feed manufacturers and our feed control officials must 
of necessity be our best informed men on the subject 
of feeds and feeding; and the more fully informed they 
are the more fully in harmony will their work be. There 
is no more important subject relative to live stock pro- 
duction than that of feeding; and the greatest advance 
in the live stock business will be made when the fullest 
knowledge on the part of all concerned exists; for from 
that knowledge will come the power of agreement. It is 
therefore proper that in this meeting of the two most 
potent factors in the live stock world some time should 
be devoted to the subject of animal nutrition. Animal 
nutrition is essentially a problem of supplying the food 
elements in such quantities as to aaccomplish the pur- 
pose of the animal most efficiently and economically. 
Whether we are feeding horses or cattle, sheep or chick- 
ens, mice or men, tthe constituents of our material are 
virtually the same; tthe period of usefulness of the animal 
may vary in length; the kinds of the service rendered 
differ; but the duty of the animal is to render service in 
the best and most profitable manner. It is just as vitally 
essential that the feeder give the animal this opportunity, 
or in other words, supply the animal with the right kind 
of raw food materials in the right form and proportions, 
so that it may have a chance to do its best work. 
What One Should Know 
To succeed as live stock men (and we must be live 
stock men) we must know not only animals and feeds, 
but we must know what uses animals can make of the 
various food constituents; and we must know what food 
constituents are required to produce various animal prod- 
ucts. We must know the animal needs anad just what 
uses the animal can and does make of the various feed 
constituents furnished it. Animals need food for four 
primary uses, viz: (1) Body growth; (2) Repair of waste 
tissue; (3) Body heat and digestion (internal work); (4) 
Production, work or foetal growth (external work). 
Bodily growth is characteristic of young animals. When 
maturity is reached true growth stops. In the young ani- 
mal the growth of the bony framework and the formation 
and thickening of the muscular tissues if fully realized 
make large demands for particular food supplies. The 
Processes of life are essentially processes of death; every 
vital activity of the body cells causes a certain destruction 
of some part of the organism, so that physical or vital 
activity constantly demands reconstructional work and 
a certain part of every animal’s food must be adapted to 
rebuilding the part destroyed. Eating, masticating, digest- 
ing, secreting, excreting, all consume energy. Our ani- 
mals, living in a medium that is cooler than their bodies, 
constantly emanate heat; hence fuel of some kind must 
€ consumed to maintain tthe body temperature. Pro- 
duction is varied; it may be work, as in the horse, milk 
as in the dairy cow, meat as in beef cattle and swine; or 





wool as in sheep; each makes demands on the animal 
organism and for each the animal must be nourished 
according to the particular products. 

In meeting these various needs of different kinds of 
animals, it is the task of the feed manufacturer and the 
feeder to supply the necessary food constituents. These 
food supplies, no matter what the animal or the work, 
must come from these classes, viz: Mineral matter, pro- 
tein, carbohydrates, and fats. The form in which they 
should be supplied is determined by the type of animal; 
the amounts are indicated by the uses which they serve; 
consequently a knowledge of the roles of these feed 
groups is basic. 

What the Animal Needs 

While there are fifteen or more mineral elementts in 
our food plants, the animal makes particular use of but 
eight. Of these, while each is vitally essential, only the 
lime and the phosphorus are demanded in large amounts. 
If an effort is made to furnish a variety of palatable nutri- 
tious foods in the ration, the animal will receive plenty 
of these other mineral elements; but too often not enough 
care is taken to supply plenty of lime and phosphorus. 
This applies particularly to young, growing animals, and 
to milch stock. Lime and phosphorus comprise the 
greater part of the body skeleton; they are of prime im- 
portance in milk production. If there is an insufficient 
supply of these minerals in the food of young animals, 
they fail to grow properly; and if this abnormal condition 
is long maintained they develop a serious bone disease 
commonly called “rickets.” If lime is withheld from the 
dairy cow, she will extract that material from her bony 
framework until much of her stored lime is consumed 
and until the bones of the body become so weak that 
they may be very easily broken. Even with other than 
milch stock there is a steady excretion of lime. Thus for 
strength of bone and for the development of scale in all 
our stock the mineral matter must not be neglected. The 
fats and carbohydrates serve essentially the same pur- 
poses in the animal organism. They are composed of the 
same elements, carbon, hydrogen and oxygen; but in the 
fats there is relatively a lesser proportion of oxygen) 
consequently these have a higher energy or fuel value. 
Their value is two and one-fourth times that of the 
starches or sugars. Horses, cattle or sheep are subject to 
digestive derangements if their daily ration contains 
more than 1 Ib. of digestible fat per 1000 lbs. live weight. 
Swine can handle proportionately more. Consequently 
the care of the feeder must be to avoid excessive feeding 
of fatty foods. Aside from this fact the functions of the 
two classes of food compounds may be discussed together. 
The carbohydrates (and the fats) are especially suitable 
for energy production. The animal organism is adapted 
to their consumption and they are normally the main 
sources of heat and energy. In beef, mutton, and pork- 
making they are extensively used since they are best 
suited for fat formation. Similarly in draft animals they 
form the largest part of the ration. While in carbohyd- 
rates we have a large variety of compounds, the essential 
ones are the starches, the sugars, and the fibers. Rumi- 
nating animals can make largest use of the fiber, which is

If carbohydrate material is not supplied in sufficient 
amounts for the needs of the animal, though there § 
sufficiency of other things, decreased production in the 
form either of work, milk or flesh follows, and if the den 
ciency is marked in quantity and extended in time pa ‘ 
tion in a greater or less degree results. This may be off 
set in some part by the excessive feeding of other mater. 
ials, but this is neither safe nor economical. If the carb f 
hydrates are supplied in excess of the needs of the ania 
the surplus is stored in the body. as fat where it may } 
kept indefinitely or until it is needed for production. Can 
sequently the excessive feeding of carbohydrates cannot be 
called wasteful. The proteids are highly complex com. 
pounds of many kinds, but all characterized by havin 
nitrogen in fairly high proportion in their constitution 
The proteids as found in the food are the only sources of 
protein in the animal body. Therefore the proteids in the 
food must be the source from which muscular and connec. 
tive tissues and the secretive, digestive, and excretive or. 
gans and glands are built. Similarly protein is required 
for the repair of these tissues. It is also necessary for the 
processes of life. An animal cannot live long without a 
supply of this material in the food. It is essential in all 
cell activity. When fed in excess of the animal's require- 
ments it acts as a cell stimulant, and it is the general 
opinion that upon this function depends the justification of 
narrow rations to dairy animals. This stimulation caused 
by an excess of protein is, however, of doubtful advantage, 
The continued overwork of the active cells of the body 
through stimulation has not the sanction of the best au- 
thorities on nutrition. Serious results certainly follow the 
continued practice of excessive protein feeding. The 
speaker has had this repeatedly impressed upon him in 
connection with milch cows. For example, recently ina 
certain herd consisting of about 150 milch cows—mostly 
pure bred Jerseys—used in supplying the most particular 
trade in Boston, 12 per cent. of the herd gave milk carry- 
ing so many pus cells that the milk was excluded from the 
market. The herd was receiving alfalfa hay, silage anda 
liberal grain ration carrying about 20 per cent. digestible 
protein. In an endeavor to correct the trouble with the 
milk the grain ration was made very largely carbohydrate. 
In three weeks after reducing the protein in the concen- 
trates the trouble disappeared. The example is character- 
istic of what is common experience. Undoubtedly there is 
also a close relation between this extra stimulative influ- 
ence of excessive protein feeding and the prevailing opin- 
ion amongst dairymen that heavy feeding of certain feeds 
induces: garget. Both experiences are danger signals 
against the abuse of an essential food constituent. 


While this danger from the excessive use of nitrogen- 
ous feeds is most noticeable in milch cows, a similar condi- 
tion in all probability results from the same practice with 
other classes of animals, and the speaker has heard exper- 
ienced breeders express the conviction that this over- 
stimulation has direct relation to barrenness, especially in 
our dairy herds. 

Protein is of just as great importance to life in plants 
as in animals, making the nitrogen carrying compounds in 
demand for fertilizing as well as for feeding. The animal 
cannot evolve proteids in the body, but must have them in 
its feed; it can build fats or sugars from other sources; but 
it cannot build proteids. Similarly the plant can evolve 
starches, sugars and fats from the carbon, hydrogen, and 
oxygen so readily available, but aside from the legumes 
our plants have no way of grasping the free nitrogen and 
building it into the protein compounds. 

Protein can serve, and frequently does to a considerable 
extent, as a source of heat and energy. It can in carnt 
vora and probably may in herbivora serve as a source of 
fats. Animals can be fatted on proteids but not economr 
cally. Thus protein has the peculiar capacity of being 
able to serve the functions of all classes of organic food. 

If the supply of protein for vital processes is deficient 
in the animal’s ration, the organism adjusts itself to pro- 
tect the “visible supply.” If the deficiency is protracted 
the body will eventually draw upon the organized proteid 
tissue for its needs. The animal is not capable of storing 
any large quantity of protein in the body. If one com 
tinues to overfeed on that commodity, all the surplus ot

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Feeding Fat Into Milk 


By E. 8S. SAVAGE 


VER since interest in high production records was 
E stimulated by the dairy breed associations, breeders 

have looked for ways and means of raising the nor- 
mal percentage of fat in a given individual cow’s milk for 
seven, thirty or longer periods of days, including semi-off- 
cial and official yearly records. The writer has never yet 
seen but one way of doing this successfully. Many breed- 
ers have been sure that they had a way but no one way 
has been successful enough to give that breeder any lead 
over others. And so far as the writer is aware no method 
has ever been tested out carefully and scientifically ex- 
cept one. That one method is to fatten an animal before 
the testing period and then feed her carefully so that she 
will lose her body fat and. put it into the pail. This method 
has been described in a previous paper and is really so 
well known among breeders that test, that it is unneces- 
sary to give it much more consideration here. 

And after all, what would the economic effect of a suc- 
cessful method to feed fat into milk in a short time test 
amount to? The partial success of feeding fat into milk 
by means of fattening the cow before testing, has already 
brought seven-day records into more or less disrepute as 
real evidence of what a cow can do as a breeder for total 
efficient production. The law of conservation of energy 
holds true no less with animals than with machines, and 
if a method of changing body substance into milk fat is 
found the same amount of food must be used to produce 
the body substance at some other time in the course of 
the period between the birth of two calves. 


No, in the opinion of the writer, breeders who seek to 
find a method to increase the percentage of fat in the 
milk of any individual for any period of time short of the 
whole life of the individual, is not doing himself or the 
breeds any real good. The breeders of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian breed had better give their attention to the study of 
methods of breeding which may on the one hand increase 
the normal fat content of the milk of the breed, if that is 
deemed desirable, and which must be done at the ex- 
pense of a less quantity of milk, and on the other, to 
methods of breeding which will increase the capacity of 
the breed as a whole to utilize feed above maintenance 
and change it into milk. Suppose a method should be 
found which would cause a cow to test higher than her 
normal inherited percentage for seven or thirty days or 
even a year. What good would that do the breed? Until 
it was established beyond doubt that a certain breeder 
was doing something which was influencing the produc- 
tion of his individuals for short periods of time of course 
he would make money, but it would react on him in the 
end and do him and the breed harm. It would be a great 
boon to the breed if some way could be found to enable 
a cow to turn more food into milk, but it is the firm con- 
viction of the writer that it is futile to look for methods 
of this kind except through breeding for greater capacity 
and production. This kind of work will permanently bet- 
ter the breed. 

To be somewhat sure of his ground, the writer has 
looked over rather carefully the literature on this subject 
in recent years by carefully consulting the Experiment 
Station Record. The only positive evidence that appeared 
was found in Bulletin 100 by C. H. Eckles of the Missouri 
Experiment Station. Eckles’ work was wholly along the 
line of feeding the animal previous to the beginning of the 
test and getting her fat. When this was done the per- 
centage of fat in the milk would be high during the first 
part of the lactation period. The effect persisted to a 
more or less extent through the whole lactation period. 
This kind of feeding is to be advised because undoubtedly 
the capacity of the animal to produce is increased in a 
perfectly legitimate and normal manner and it is a case 
of actually turning more feed into milk. 


The experiments along the line of the specific effects 
of different feeds have been very numerous but any posi- 
tive effect of any one feed or combination of feeds is 
shown to be short and slight. It is probable that in many 
cases the effect could be shown to be within the limits 
of experimental error if a careful study were made. 


A number of experiments on the use of the extracts 
from certain glands of the body, particularly the pituitary 
gland, for the purpose of increasing the percentage of fat 
in milk and also for increasing the amount secreted, have 





given positive results for short periods of time, but these 
results usually have been followed by corresponding per- 
iods when the amount and quality have been below normal. 

Some positive results have been obtained by feeding a 
large amount of oil and fat in the ration. These experi- 
ments also have been attended without permanent results 
which would influence one to recommend definite piv- 
cedure even for a short time test. 

In conclusion the author must confess that he sees 
little hope for any method for really increasing the fat 
percentage in milk except through breeding and rations, 
feeding to produce cows nearer the ideal that is held fer 
the breed in question. The true method to get cows with 
high records is to breed for size and capacity and perhaps 
if that is the desire and ideal of the breed, to select for a 
higher percentage of fat.

economic features of the Holstein-Friesian breed of 

cattle, I do not wish to be misunderstood. . Measured 
in terms of definite achievement, the breeders of dairy cat- 
tle as a whole have done marvelous things. Their results 
have quickened interest in the improvement of other 
stock in such a manner that it may be definite and meas- 
ureable. While the effort to secure higher production in 
all the dairy breeds has been the common aim, and the 
process of selection has been much alike in each case, the 
inherent characteristics of the breeds have been dissiml- 
lar. What I may say, therefore, concerning the Holstein- 
Friesian is in the spirit of charity toward all and malice 
toward none. 

The conspicuous position held by Holstein-Friesians 
in America is an open book. They hold the majority of 
the high records. Within the past ten years high records 
of production have been broken so uniformly and fre- 
quently by Holstein cows that officials have hesitated to 
report these records as such for fear they would again be 
exceeded before the ink was dry. 

Until recently it seemed impossible for a cow to pro- 
duce 1000 pounds of milk in a week. A Holstein has done 
it. In the same manner it seemed unthinkable that a cow 
could produce 1500 pounds of butter in a year. A Hol- 
stein has done this also. 

When the writer was privileged to do some official 
testing in 1901 as an undergraduate, the high records 
soared around 26 pounds of butter per week. I do not 
recall that any except Holstein breeders talked much about 
30 pounds per week and I doubt if any dreamed of 40 
pounds per week. It is now generally known that two 
Holsteins have seven-day records of 44 pounds of butter, 
and one of these cows is only four years old. One Hol- 
stein-Friesian cow has produced in one year, 31,000 pounds 
or 15% tons of milk. Of 583 cows in the world that have 
produced 24 pounds of fat in seven days, 578 are Hol- 
steins. These figures, too, may stand correction by the 
time these lines appear.

tion and in spite of abuse and much misrepresentation she 
probably holds a clear title to supremacy in persistent and 
economical production. 

To analyze further her commanding qualities, we can 
well consider the factors of fecundity and capacity. I am 
impressed with the fact that no breed can make headway 
in securing and holding confidence that is not prolific. A 
group of breeding stock from any breed that is able to 
maintain its numbers with difficulty has a poor chance to 
survive. The Holstein has pushed her way into new 
territory because the calf was strong, active, and soon able 
to rustle for itself against fair odds. 

The capacity to consume and to produce generously 
marks the goal of dairy breeding. In an industrial sense 
capacity or efficiency is everything. Science and industry 
are constantly searching for the agent that will work over 
the bulky or coarse materials, as the case may be, into 
finer products. The bulky end of the ration, coarse farm- 
grown roughage, gives the Holstein with large digestive 
storage a tremendous economical advantage. As time 
goes on, if present tendencies serve as a criterion, more 
and more of the cereals and grains will be used directly 
without animal intervention for human food. We shall be 
compelled to use more and more the cheap though nutri- 
tious roughage in feeding domestic animals. The future 
effectiveness of the Holstein in this respect, is a foregone 
conclusion, and dairymen are thinking very seriously in 
terms of this factor. 


Quality of Product 

Never before has so much attention been given to the 
nutritive value of milk as it is receiving at the present 
time. It is a splendid sign to hear the average consumer 
discussing this question. Holstein milk has been the butt 
of ridicule longer fhan most of us can remember, because 
the large amounts produced carry in general only a mod-’ 
erate percentage of butter fat. For a long time, the but- 
ter fat content of milk was generally accepted as the true 
index of its nutritive value. This is no longer true. The 
sanitary quality of milk and the vital properties of solids 
other than fat may conceivably force the fat content in 
rank of importance to third place. 

There is another consideration—the market. Present 
prices in the New York district for 314%-milk, amount to

Allamuchy and Tranquillity— 


TWO COMING HOLSTEIN FARMS 


n County, N. J., there are two establishments, 
[ ‘atamucty and Tranquillity, widely known as Holstein 
farms. Tranquillity comprises 5500 acres, and — 
muchy, with 1500 acres, makes up these two into = ig 
tract of 7000 acres. They are well proportioned as to 
tillable lands, there being about 2000 acres at the larger 
farm that are worked, and Allamuchy being about half 
tillable. Deer and elk are kept in forest preserves. 

The two farms are owned in the same family, Tran- 

uillity by the Stuyvestant Estate and Allamuchy by Win- 
top Rutherford. Mr. Rutherford manages his own farm 
and Arthur G. Danks is manager of the Tranquillity farm, 
which is noted for its sheep as well as for its coming 
Mets is'room for a lot of enthusiasm over the Holstein 
prospects at Allamuchy and Tranquillity. The Holstein 
business here was started right and there is no indication 
of a wandering from the path of Holstein rectitude. Indi- 
viduality that pleases the eye and that indicates production 
is the basis upon which the foundation animals for these 
herds were selected by Manager Danks and Mr. Ruther- 
ford. They have been successful in breeding types that 
carry out their ideas, and a visit to the farms will con- 
vince one that those ideas were correct and commendable. 

The World is proud to be able to record this brief story 
of the work that has been accomplished on these farms, 
because these accomplishments are in harmony, in the 
main, with the practice that we have advocated for a long 
time; that practice is to select animals first for their indi- 
viduality—an individuality that indicates production. In 
fact, we have advocated and shall continue to advocate the 
placing of individuality above every other consideration, 
because we believe that this individuality, when true Hol- 
stein type is followed, is an indication of production al- 
most as much to be considered as the actual record made 
in official test by the animal. We believe that with such 
selection the records will come of their own accord and 
that the breeder will not be under the necessity, later, of 
weeding out a lot of undesirable animals of whose type he 
is ashamed and whose claim to distinction is merely that 
they are related to some high record animal. We do not 
mean in any way to disparage the wonderful work that has 
been done by Holstein breeders in the development of our 
breed along high record lines, because we realize that this 
has been the means of popularizing the breed and that it 
has been a potent factor in the breed’s advancement. But 
we do believe that individuality should come first, for the 
reasons given above. The practice of placing production 
above everything else may bring financial success for a 
time, but we doubt very much if it will bring as large re- 
turns in the long run as what appears to us to be a safer 
and saner process—the upbuilding of the breed through an 
individuality that indicates production and the develop- 
ment only of those animals that show superior type. 

The conditions of modern Holstein breeding have 
brought a change. The agricultural and Holstein press 
has been hammering constantly upon these points of indi- 
viduality. Leaders in Holstein breeding have been advo- 
cating such practices. Our younger breeders have received 
a training in agricultural colleges that brings them to a 
realization of the value of individuality. The number of 
high record animals is constantly on the increase, there 
being now four- 
teen 40-lb. cows ee 
and the breeder 
is given an op- 
portunity to se- 
lect more: widely 
with the result 
that he picks bet- 
ter individuals 
for breeding 
stock. 

_ Our sermoniz- 
ing along these 
lines, however, 
will not carry us 
along very far 
with our Alla- 
muchy story, so 
we will return to 
that.

Allamuchy. They are all good ones, and, in passing we may remark 
that the 30-lb. members of the two herds were, each and every 
one, developed right on the farm. Aside from the sires 
and aside from one purchase of a young heifer without a 
record in calf to King of the Pontiacs at $1000, no fancy 
prices have been paid for animals acquired by purchase. 
The heifer, now a full-aged cow, has a 31.5-lb. record, by 
the way, and the calf she was carrying when purchased is 
one of the 30-lb. daughters of King of the Pontiacs. Mr. 
Danks purchased her at private sale of Stevens Brothers 
Company. She was kept nearly a year at the Liverpool 
farms and shipped, after calving, to Allamuchy, put in test 
and made a 20-lb. junior two-year-old record. She was 
also the same year Junior Champion at the New Jersey 
State Fair. Mr. Danks has a pretty good eye for Hol- 
steins. 

The senior sire, as perhaps all know, is the famous 
Korndyke Abbekerk, sire of show ring Champions and 
himself a wonderful individual. His remarkable claim to 
supremacy in show yard type is shown by the bull him- 
self, who at 11 years of age is still a wonderful individual. 
His most famous son is. Paul Calamo Korndyke, who up 
to 1916 had never been beaten in the ring. Age, however, 
compelled the wonderful Paul to bow this year to a 
younger bull. 

Korndyke Abbekerk at 11 years of age has a list of 36 
tested daughters, as shown by the 1916 Blue Book. His 
most famous producing daughter is Clothilde Pontiac 
Korndyke, whose record of 31.82 stands highest in the list. 
Other daughters whose records have reached 25 Ibs. or 
more include the following:

Korndyke Abbekerk had a checkered career until he 
came to Allamuchy three years ago. He was born on the 
Stevens Bros.-Hastings Company farms at Liverpool. His 
sire was Pontiac Korndyke and he was out of Pontiac 
Abbekerk. The Stevens’ sold him to Fred Boos of Sidney, 
N. Y., and he was later owned by C. M. Lyon of Wysa- 
lusing, Pa. John Elsbree of Milan, Pa., owned him subse- 
quently, and Jenningshurst Farm owned him just prior to 
his sale to Allamuchy. He has some daughters in good 
herds, including ten daughters owned by Hollywood 
Farms, Hollywood, Wash., and a few owned by Jennings- 
hurst at Towanda, Pa. Had he been given a greater op- 
portunity, Korndyke Abbekerk might have established a 
reputation for production similar to that attained by his 
brothers, King of the Pontiacs and Pontiac Aaggie Korn- 
dyke.

Having recently lost a valuable cow by being 
gored in shoulder, would like to know if our 
treatment was the correct thing. Wound was 
deep, bled a good deal. Veterinary plugged 
wound with tincture of iron and cotton. Re- 
moved the cotton in two days, saying cow 
would be all right, but she did not do well. 
Black blood escaped from the wound. In a 
few days ae commenced. In spite of ali 
our efforts it could not be stopped and no treat 
ment was of any avail.

Iron solutions are good to arrest 
hemorrhage, but are also liable to 
cause nasty tenacious clots which de- 
compose in the wound and saturate 
the connective tissue, causing blood 
poison. They should have been re- 
moved and the wound washed often 
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with a disinfectant, also a good drain- 
age should have been established. 

Will you please answer through the columns 
of the Holstein-Friesian World the following? 
Have a three-year-old heifer that calved in Sep- 
tember and has been an easy milker until a 
couple of weeks ago when one of her front 
teats started to milk a trifle harder than the 
other ones and is getting worse right along with 
the stream growing smaller. There is no ob 
struction of any kind in the teat nor does that 
quarter seem to be effected in any way, milk- 
ing down just as well after you get it milked 
as the other three quarters.

The cause of your trouble with the 
heifer’s etat is brought about by a con- 
striction of the lining membrane with 
the absence of any thickening. The 
progress is gradual, but in time the 
milk will not be able to filter through 
at all. The membrane should be cut in 
opposite directions, then the edges 
should be held apart with a spring di- 
lator until healing is complete. All in- 
struments should be disinfected. The 
operation is a simple one and yet it is 
capable of lots of bad results, the fact 
of which would suggest your having a 
veterinary to operate.

From One Who Knows 


OME little time ago in discussing the National Dairy 

Show we proposed a few questions regarding this mat- 

ter for general discussion. In reply to’our questions 
we have just received from T. E. Elder, head of the De- 
of particular interest in view of the fact that the Mt. Her- 
mon, Mass., a communication setting forth his views in 
regard to these questions. Mr. Elder’s letter was written 
in reply to a request from us for his opinion and should be 
of particular interest in view of the fac tthat the Mt. Her- 
mon herd has been in the past two years a most consistent 
winner at Fairs and at the National Dairy Shows. Mr. 
Elder says in part: 


“T notice with interest your question as to why, at 
the Springfield Show, the Western herds seemed to 
present better individuality than those shown by the 
Eastern men. To a certain extent I think the fact 
that the National Dairy Show has been more or less 
of a Western fair, has played some part in this con- 
dition. On the other hand it seems to me that the 
largest reason is the fact that the Western breeders 
as a whole, have placed more stress upon type than 
the Eastern breeders. 

“T think you will agree with me that in some of 
the larger auctions here in the East, within the past 
few years, that animals have been put up with large 
seven-day records, regardless of individuality. I 
have in mind one particular auction in which animals 
sold at almost fabulous prices, simply because they 
had produced a comparatively large seven-day butter 
record from a Jersey flow of milk. Some of these 
animals were purchased by young breeders and un- 
questionably played an important part in the dis- 
couragement of such breeders, so far as type is con- 
cerned. 

“Tt strikes me that your Western breeders have 
learned the secret of combining type and production 
far more than we have here in the East and that the. 
best known breeders of the West will not buy ani- 
mals, regardless of their record, unless they are good 
individuals.” 

Mr. Elder further believes that the exhibits of Holsteins 
at the larger Fairs and at the National Dairy Show are a 
great incentive to better individuality. In regard to the

Dairy Show itself he states that in his opinion j 
a splendid thing to have the National Dairy Sh 
three different sections of the country, getting 
those sections once in three years.

In thie 
matter Mr. Elder states that the action of the Holstein 
Friesian Association of America in passing a recent ruling 
which makes fraudulent entsies much more difficult, js . 
be highly commended. = 


Mr. Elder is naturally a strong believer in individualit 
On this point he states: i 

“I am a strong believer in -individuality. I fully 
believe that there is a strong correlation between 
individuality and production. So far as breeding is 
concerned in our herd here at Mount Hermon, we 
shall always make it a point to consider individuality 
on the same footing as large production. 

“I believe in the Holstein-Friesian Association 
through and through and I believe also that your ex- 
cellent publication is not only encouraging and 
stimulating an increase in numbers, but is fostering 
the spirit among the breeders to produce better 
animals.” 

The Holstein interests in America will do well to weigh 
Mr. Elder’s words carefully. The records made by the 
herd under his care, both in the show ring, in production 
and along financial lines as well, show that he knows what 
he is talking about. 
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A New Queen Crowned 


LITTLE less than one year ago Ormsby Jane Segis 
Aaggie wrested the laurels for seven-day production 
from K. P. Pontiac Lass. This week’s World car- 

ries the announcement of the passing of Ormsby Jane asa 
seven-day queen. Hester Aaltje Korndyke has beaten her. 
The assault on the deposed queen’s figures for the longer 
periods still continues with, as the recent election returns 
read, the result in doubt. 

Thus after some years the premier honors for seven- 
day butter production pass from the Empire State to com- 
paratively new Holstein territory. Other Western States 
have held the honor before, but this is the first time that 
South Dakota has had the honor of harboring the leading 
butter cow of the world. 

The World joins with every Holstein man in the coun- 
try in extending hearty congratulations to Mr. Smilev. 
He is surely doing wonderful work in the development of 
his herd—one which reflects credit as well upon the breed 
as upon its owner. 


Correlation of Dairying 


LSEWHERE in this issue we present an opinion by 
John B. Irwin of Minnesota in regard to the Holstein 
advertising which was done recently by Central New

“The showing of the Holsteins was

Holstein breeders of America, isnt 
it likely to be a costly matter for us 
to allow such an impression to get 
out? Isn’t it particularly dangerous 
to allow such impressions to get out 
among the students of agricultural 
colleges, the coming generations of 
breeders? a 

There is a pretty severe indictment 
of Holstein interests in that one sen- 
-tence. Many of us know the reasons 
for such a “meager” showing of Hol- 
steins as there was at Springfield. But 
will our reasons satisfy the young 
men of the agricultural schools who 
are being taught show ring type and 
will look to individuality for the indi- 
cation of usefulness? And will those 
who do not know, who do not inquire, 
but who merely guess at the reasons 
for such a showing by Holstein men 
carry away impressions that are fair 
or those that are harmful? 

The time to begin to meet the grow- 
ing demand for more Holsteins in the 
show ring is now. Now is the time 
to make provision for more prize 
money at the County, State and Na- 
tional Fairs. Now is the time to be- 
gin the selection and fitting of indi- 
viduals for those show rings. ‘Per- 
haps if we pay a little more attention 
to these matters the next Dairy Show 
will not be so “meager” as regards 
Holsteins.

TIETJE QUEEN DE KOL 


Another World’s Record Holder 


The world’s record for butter pro- 
duction has been broken for cows of 
8 years or over by Tietje Queen De 

ol, our grand old foundation cow. 
She freshened at the age of 9 years 9 
months and 6 days and was put on 
test eleven days after calving and fin- 


» ished the first week with 40.91 Ibs. 


butter. If I am not mistaken she sur- 
Passes the former record held by Flu- 
ella Mechthilde by about five pounds. 
It is interesting to note that in the 


March 11th issue of the World I had 
an article about De Kol Clothilde 
Artis, who is the sire of the latest 40- 
lb. cow. In this article I tried to 
point out the wonderful capacity of 
the daughters of this bull, and while 
at that time he had but two 30-Ilb. 
daughters, I considered him one of the 
greatest sires of the breed. Now this 
record of one of his 9 year old daugh- 
ters will help to bear out my state- 
ments. 





We have four of this cow’s daugh- 
ters in our herd, one making 23.19 ths. 
at the age of 2 years 14 days. Another 
2-year-old made nearly 17 tbs., milk- 
ing as high as 65 tbs. in one day. The 
other two daughters have not fresh- 
ened yet, but are large and of good 
type. One is sired by the 44-tb. bull, 
Spring Farm Pontiac Cornucopia, so 
this gives her an average of 42.54 for 
the two nearest dams. Her last daugh- 
ter is sired by Francis M. Jones’ great 
young bull, Spring Farm King. She 
also has a 4-year-old son.

Mr. Gardner’s report, made on De- 
cember 8th, credits Tietje Queen De 
Kol with a seven-day production of 
525.1 of milk containing 32.726 of fat 
or 40.907 lbs. of butter. The cow 
freshened at the age of 9 yrs. 9 mas. 6 
days and her sire was Clothilde De 
Kol Artis, her dam Tietje 6th Queen. 
She was bred by J. A. Nottingham & 
Son of Syracuse and is now owned b

68 cents per pound for the butter fat in 100 pounds. The 
extra pound of butter fat carried in 4% milk brings only 
30 cents. The writer is not yet convinced that the con- 
sumer is ready to pay a premium for milk with a high fat 
content, and the scale of prices tends to reflect this atti- 
tude. However, this comment is not intended to favor 
the production of milk low in butter fat content. To per- 
petuate strains of low testing Holsteins would be a 
calamity indeed. With care in selection and feeding many 
herds are crowding an average of 4% butter fat which 
= “imam meets all the essentials of an attractive market 
milk. 

The tremendous productiveness and popularity of the 
Holstein cow has in a measure reacted against the estab- 
lishment of a uniform type. Men have capitalized her 
records and blood to pay mortgages and educate fami- 
lies and in their zeal to establish themselves have for- 
gotten that their breeding operations should include an 
effort to arrive at a uniform type. While this is a criticism 
of the breed it is also a compliment. 

Holstein-Friesian interests are deeply indebted to the 
constructive breeding operations and teachings of that 
pioneer breeder and dean of Holstein breeders—Mr. E. A. 
Powell. He was the first to urge the necessity of authenti- 
cation of records by a third disinterested party and the 
great need to strive for a definite and pleasing type. He 
has attained a noteworthy distinction in this latter point as 
witnessed by the Lakeside Model family. In a recent 
paper entitled “Individuality,” he has this to say: 

“As breeders of Holsteins, we should maintain the 
laurels which we now hold. This position has been at- 
tained by encouraging and developing the great super- 
iority of the breed as producers, by better care, better en- 
vironment, more skilled management. 

The enormous records which have been made have 
done wonders toward popularizing the breed and creating 
a demand. These records should be encouraged and will 
probably be increased. The end is not yet. The future 
depends more upon the man behind the cow than upon 
the cow herself.

That a cow may win distinction in more than one direc. 
tion was shown at the recent National Dairy Show 
Paula of Chagrin Falls 3d was first prize official record 
cow and second prize cow in the open class. A study of 
her type and dairy points confirms her right to this honor 
Holstein breeders may well encourage that sort of com- 
petition. 

Males are not to be overlooked in this connection, 
Oak De Kol Ollie Homestead was the grand champion 
male of the Holstein-Friesian breed at the 1916 National 
Dairy Show. His first daughter, as a junior two-year-old 
made 505.54 pounds of fat, equivalent to over 600 pounds 
of commercial butter in 30 days and carried a calf 206 days 
of that period. Here is a striking combination of indi- 
viduality and high production which simply emphasizes 
some of the undreamed of possibilities of the breed pre- 
viously referred to. The pinnacle of distinction for the 
breed rests in the hands of those breeders who are willing 
to combine harmoniously the factors of type and per- 
formance. Exhibitors’ herds indicate that a splendid type 
exists within the breed and popular interest in these cattle 
should see to it that this be definitely fixed.

Allamuchy have no records. This 
line of breeding was secured by Mr. 
Danks and Mr. Rutherford from §S. D. 
Nichols of Luedersville, Vermont, 
from whom he purchased twenty head. 
The son, Fred Nichols, is now chief 
herdsman at Allamuchy Farm. His 
acquaintance with and faith in the 
Eva May Ellis strain rendered it 
easier for him to put the records he 
has upon the remarkable two-year-old 
and her dam. Owing to an unfortu- 
nate accident, which cost her her calf 
and nearly her life, Eva May Ellis 5th 
will not freshen in the three-year-old 
class, but, barring accidents, will ap- 
pear again in the four-year-old class 
and doubtless will be heard from.

The list of 27-to 29-lb. cows would 
be still longer and the list of heifers 
whose early production seems to indi- 
cate the right to expect a good mature 
record is still longer and more en- 
couraging yet. 

Interest in Holsteins was developed 
at these farms about six years ago and 
began with the purchase of ten head 
at one of the New York State Breed- 
ers’ Consignment Sales.

His 
experience and ability along these 
lines has been demonstrated in the 
breeding of Dorset sheep, in which 
work Mr. Danks is perhaps as well 
known as any breeder in the country.

Both of these establishments ha 
a pretty sound Holstein foundation 
They are financially profitable because 
of the quality of the stock carried a 
because the herds are considered h 
fore equipment. While the barns a 
adequate they are not extravagant in 
any sense of the word, and, althou h 
they are modern and Sanitary, we re 
lieve that not a cent has been spent 
upon them that was not for an essen. 
tial and legitimate purpose. The plan 
of the farms is to have small dairies 
of about twenty-five cows each scat- 
tered about the farm. These dairies 
are each in charge of one man and he 
has just about enough to keep him 
busy. The testing is done at the two 
main plants and it is hoped that at 
some time in the near future some 
arrangement can be made so that the 
fitting for records may be done at the 
same place where the test work is per- 
formed. This would give an oppor- 
tunity for special attention to fitting 
animals in anticipation of their test 
that_is not afforded with the present 
plan. 

Some of Mr. Danks’ ideas as to 
Holstein ideals are interesting. He 
believes in one-ton cows and cows 
that give 100 Ibs. of milk per day.

When you begin feeding alfalfa hay 
you can put in two pounds of corn 
meal and one pound of cottonseed 
meal in place of three pounds. of cot- 
tonseed meal if you can buy corn 
meal or hominy for less than $50 a 
ton. I think alfalfa at $13 a ton with 
corn meal is much better than cotton- 
seed at $50 per ton. 

The above ration will be rather 
“light” with both distillers’ dried 
grains and dried beet pulp in it, but I 
think this will be an economical ra- 
tion since you are able to buy dried 
beet pulp so cheaply. 


We have been troubled with a scabby growth 
around the eyes, about the head and ears, and 
to some extent on the bodies of calves. At 
times it completely encircles the eye, and on 
the ears and body blotches of varying size ap- 
pear as the hair disappears. There is appar- 
ently no soreness and in time they disappear. 
We have used an ointment to relieve the dry- 
ness of the skin and this appears to hasten the 
removal of the growth. Can you tell me the 
cause of this and how to prevent it? 

New York. oO. TF A: 

From the indications the affection of 
the skin on your calves is due to the 
presence of a vegetable parasite that is 
being transmitted from one calf to 
another. Remove the scales by wash- 
ing with soap and warm water, then 
paint with one ounce of tincture of 
iodine, after which use an ointment 
made with four parts of vaseline, also 
one part each of Flowers sulphur and 
oxide zinc. Feed nutritious food with 
oil meal. If any lice afe present, de- 
stroy them. Cleanse the stable and 
whitewash it. Brush off all scales with 
brittle brush from the body every few 
days and burn it.

We are informed by S. H. Hunter 
of the Holstein activities in Mercer 
County, Pa. Mr. Hunter, in a recent 
letter to the World, says: 

“Two years ago next spring the 
United States government started an 
experimental creamery in Grove City, 
There has been no creamery or any- 
thing of the kind in this locality jor 
nearly twenty years. While it is a 
good dairy country, it has never been 
developed. The farmers kept but a 
few cows and purebreds of any kind 
were seldom seen. The growth of the 
U. S. Government Creamery has been 
very rapid and their pay checks now 
amount to over $10,000 per month. 

“The Grove City National Bank, a 
progressive bank of Grove City, saw 
the need of better dairy cows and de- 
cided to buy a car lot of registered 
cows and sell them to the farmers at 
actual cost, providing a sufficient 
number of farmers wanted them. A 
meeting of the patrons of the cream- 
ery was called to see how many and 
what breed or breeds were wanted. 
The three leading dairy breeds were 
represented at the meeting. The 
Guernsey and Jersey people seemed 
to be strongest in numbers, but when 
it came to a count of those who would 
buy cows, the Holsteins were in the 
lead, nine persons saying that they 
would each take one cow. A carload 
of fifteen was sent for. By the time 
the cows were here ready for distribu- 
tion so many people wanted them that

Handling Tuberculosis in Cali- 
fornia 


The United States Bureau of Animal 
Industry has announced that it is 
ready to co-operate with breeders of 
purebred cattle in not only assisting 
them to eradicate tuberculosis from 
their herds, but also to make it possi- 
ble for them to realize the benefits 
that should come to the owners of 
clean herds. Under this plan the 
government, without any expense to 
the breeder, will take charge of the 
systematic testing of the herds, the 
disposition of reactors or their proper 
quarantining, the rearing of calves so 
as to protect them from the disease 
and work generally toward establish- 
ing clean herds in place of infected 
ones. 

As soon as the government becomes 
satisfied that tuberculosis has been 
cleaned out of a herd its owner ts

This record for the shorter period 
beats the best previous record held by 
Ormsby Jane Segis Aaggie of 44.42 
by 2.35 tbs., but is thus far about 7 
ths. below Ormsby Jane’s 30 day rec- 
ord. It is, however, the second best 
30 day record ever made, having beat- 
en the figures set by K. P. Pontiac 
Lass by about 4 lbs.

The new champion is Eastern bred, 
having been bred at Pennellville, N. 
Y., by W. O. Wilcox. She was pur- 
chased in 1912 by Mr. Smiley as a 2- 
year-old heifer. Hester Aaltje Korn- 
dyke was sired by Aaltje Salo Mer- 
cedes De Kol Prince, 39357, the old 
Godfrey herd sire, out of Hester Korn- 
dyke De Kol, 97218. On the sire’s 
side are two 25-lb. four year old rec- 
ords, one made by the sire’s dam, Inka 
Clothilde in the herd of Henry Stev- 
ens & Son at Lacona, and the other 
by the dam, Aaltje Salo Erna. The 
sire traces through Canary’s Mercedes 
Brightest to Canary’s Mercedes, a fa- 
mous Michigan foundation cow, whose 
list.of 7 A. R. O. daughters and 6 A. 
R. O. sons stands as a record for the

The dam of Hester Aaltje Korndyke 
is sired by a son of Korndyke Queen 
De Kol’s Prince and from a daughter 
of Clothilde De Witte.

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The Smiley herd contains two 
daughters of the new champion, one 
of which is a three year old and has 
just finished her seven day record of 
34.14 and a 30 day mark of 123.98. 
Another daughter now in test has 
made thus far a little over 30 lbs. after 
a severe case of milk fever. It appears 
as though Hester is able to transmit 
the remarkable power of production. 

Mr. Smiley writes the World of 
two other records made recently at 
Westkota Farm of which he is very 
proud. A full sister of the 40-lb. cow 
developed last spring, Almeda Alcar- 
tra De Kol of Eastside, has just es- 
tablished a 3-year-old record of 34.65 
for seven days and 136.946 for 30 
days. Her name is Eastside Salma, 
No. 203878. This is believed to be a 
World’s record for full sisters, the 
pair averaging 37.631 at an average age 
of four years. 

Another record of note has been 
made by Star Farm Belle Mercedes, 
142539, who with three-quarters of an 
udder has made in 7 days 38.307, in 30 
days 153.52 and in 54 days, which was 
the entire time she was in test, 360.306.

Star 
Farm Belle Mercedes is a half sister 
to King Segis on her sire’s side, being 
from Mercedes Julip’s Pietertje Paul. 
On the dam’s side she is a great 
grand-daughter of Belle Korndyke, 
her dam being the daughter of De Kol 
Burke, Honsinger Belle Korndyke by 
name, and her grand-dam being A. & 
G. Belle Korndyke. 

Westkota Farms, as Mr. Smiley’s 
ranch is called, is comparatively new 
in the Holstein business. Mr. Smiley 
came to South Dakota in 1914, locat- 
ing at Bellefourche, and in 1907 bought 
the present ranch, establishing a sheep 
feeding farm with a capacity of nearly 
5000 head. In 1910, while on an east- 
ern trip, he purchased eight head 
of purebred Holsteins.

Belléfourche is located in Butte 
County on the Western tier just north 
of the Black Hills.

The State is just upon the 
threshold of the dairy world and the 
purebred business in its merest in- 
fancy. There is every indication, how- 
ever, that with the wonderful oppor- 
tunities which nature affords and the 
very excellent pioneer work that is 
being done, South Dakota will at some 
time in the not distant future be one 
of the leading agricultural, dairying 
and Holstein States.

A very high grade 
of pure breds is being assembled by 
Mr. Smedley and everything is ar- 
ranged and carried on in a thoroughly 
practical way. 

After the round of inspection had 
been completed, a very pleasant part 
of the program featured in the form 
of a very bounteous lunch, which was 
served in the feed room of the barn. 
Of course, Mr. Smedley did not turn 
us loose on the feed bins but instead, 
a great supply of those things which 
“hit the spot” were served. It is 
safe to say that the most of us con- 
sumed more than the feeding standard 
demands but the tempting food, good 
Holstein milk and snappy weather 
gave healthy appetites. 

Lunch disposed with, the meeting 
was called to order by acting chair- 
man, W. Blake Arkcoll. The by-laws 
of the organization were read and the 
object of the meeting outlined by Mr. 
Arkcoll. Mr. Arkcoll is a very en- 
thusiastic member and has great be- 
lief in the future of the dairy business 
and the Holsteirl business in Dela- 
ware. 

Following the opening remarks, a 
very interesting talk was given by S. 
Rodmorid Smith. Mr. Smith took up 
the question of the test association 
and spoke in particular concerning the 
Diamond State Cow Testing Associa- 
tion and the benefits that have come 
from the organization.

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Agricultural Progress in Alaska 

The most favorable season for far 
‘ : ; m- 
ing known in Alaska for Many year 
occurred throughout the territor in 
1915, according to the annual mi. 
of the four Alaska Agricultural Ex 
periment stations for that year just 
published by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. Grain, of all the Varieites 
grown, ripened and matured unusual. 
ly early, while vegetables and berries 
produced abundant crops. 

An agricultural reconnaissance of 
Matanuska Valley, through which the 
projected Government railway is to 
pass, and to which many settlers have 
already been attracted, is reported, It 
is stated that the region is well adapt- 
ed to general farming and stock rais. 
ing and that the prospects for success- 
ful farming probably are as favorable 
there as anywhere in Alaska. 

Promising results have been ob- 
tained in brgeding more prolific early 
varieties of grains. Especial success 
has been had with spring wheats and 
but little with winter varieties of the 
grain. Work in breeding strains of 
alfalfa better adapted to Alaskan con- 
ditions than those now in use has con- 
tinued. Encouraging growth was 
made during the season by a variety 
of vetch, which seems to indicate that 
this plant will be of considerable value 
in Alaskan agriculture. Experiments 
will be continued. 

During the year work was resumed 
at the Kodiak Island Experiment sta- 
tion following the volcanic disturb- 
ance of 1912. A recommendation was 
made for provision for the crossing 
of Holstein-Friesian cattle with the 
hardy Galloway beef cattle. The report 
states that it has been demononstrat- 
ed beyond question that sheep do wel! 
on natural pastures throughout the 
island and coastal regions in the vi- 
cinity of the station, and that in nor- 
mal winters these animals can main- 
tain themselves with little feed. 

For the development of a satisfac- 
tory beef animal for central Alaska 
the report recommends anew the im- 
portation of yaks from Asia for cross- 
ing with hardy cattle. It is recom- 
mended that horse breeding be taken 
up at the Kodiak station, since at 
present none are bred in Alaska, while 
many are imported at great expense 
from the States.

Ttis bureau has assisted in an ad- 
visory way in growing, selecting, and 
siloing the roots, planting them in 
the spring, harvesting and cleaning 
the seed, and, in general, endeavored 
to produce the largest amount of com- 
mercial seed possible at a minimum 
i 5,000 acres are in 
beet seed in this country this year, 
while we require the product of at 
least 16,000 acres for a normal plant- 
ing, not considering the natural ex- 
pansion of the beet sugar industry 
Each new mill will require an average 
of 200 acres in seed to meet its plant- 
ing requirements. Seven new mills 
are in process ol construction for this 


year. 





Government Built Roads ; 
Nearly five million square yards of 
roadway, the equivalent of 561.9 miles 
of road 15 feet wide, were constructed 
under the supervision of Federal roac 
specialists during the last fiscal year, 
according to the annual report of the 
office of Public Roads and Rural En 
gineering, of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, just issued. This is more 
than double the mileage so construct- 
ed in previous years. The roads con- 
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structed under supervision of the office 
include experimental roads, post 
roads, county roads, and roads in 
National Parks and forests.. The ex- 
penditures of the office for this pur- 
pose were chiefly for engineering ser- 
vice and supervision, the committees, 
except in the case of forest and park 
roads, meeting the bulk of the costs 
for material and construction.

nitrogen over the animal’s needs will 
be found in the excreta. In view of 
the difficulty of increasing the present 
available supply, remembering its im- 
perative need by all classes of animals 
and the waste and dangers arising 
from its excessive use, we must all 
combine in establishing reasonable- 
ness and efficiency in protein con- 
sumption. No discussion of the prin- 
ciples of animal nutrition would be 
complete without a presentation of 
the sources of these various food 
compounds. 


Pasture Grasses 


Pasture grasses carry a reasonable 
ash content. The true grasses run 
high in silica, for which the animal 


ticularly rich in lime; they differ but 
slightly in phosphorus. Practically 
all the cereal grains in their whole 
form have a low content of mineral 
matter. Root crops, particularly 
mangels and turnips, are heavy car- 
riers of mineral matter; but they run 
more largely to potash, soda and mag- 
nesia; and particularly is this true of 
the leaves. Turnips are conspicuous 
for their richness in phosphorous, and 
rich sources of phosphorous are rather 
limited. Undoubtedly for young stock 
of all kinds and for milch cows, alfalfa 
or clover, with certain wheat by-pro- 
ducts, makes an excellent combination 
to insure the necessary mineral mat- 
ter. 

Originally the sources of protein 
have been restricted, a few farm crops

has its special merit and varying fac 
tors affect the feeder’s choice. Car- 
bohydrates are abundant in the Origi- 
nal products of the farm. The grass 
hays, corn silage, and corn fodder are 
all fairly rich in carbohydrates of q 
lower order of availability. All the 
farm grains are unexcelled sources of 
this material. A_ condition, however 
worthy of attention, pertains regard. 
ing this widely-used food material 
The slowest-growing, latest-maturing 
animals require rations carrying an 
abundance of carbohydrates. Man 
among the smallest of domestic ani. 
mals, taking longest time to develop 
demands but little protein and most 
of that in the form of flesh. His ra- 
tion is largely carbohydrate, and first 
claim for man’s needs is made upon 
our cereal and other grain supplies, so 
that for carbohydrates as for protein 
the economic livestock feeder is 
obliged to give large consideration to 
the by-product feeds from wheat, 
corn, oats, barley and the other staple 
grain crops. 

Husband the Resources 


We cannot speak in terms of corn, 
oats or barley in the feeding of our 
stock; we must speak in terms of pro- 
tein, carbohydrates, fats and ash; and 
the task is to supply the necessary 
amounts of each. Our plain duty is 
to husband our resources to make the 
greatest possible use of the materials 
on hand‘and to recognize real worth 
wherever found. Necessity has com- 
pelled the feed manufacturer to use 
what was once a waste product. There 
was a time when wheat bran and cot- 
tonseed meal were made less use of 
than the lumberman now makes use 
of sawdust. This large waste was 
first most keenly felt by the manufac- 
turer, and appreciating feeding values 
he made, against public opinion, a 
market for his “waste.” This has 
been done again and again with var- 
ious lines of feed. The steady ad- 
vance in the prices of raw products 
and the continued educational work of 
our colleges and experiment stations 
have brought our livestock men to 
recognize the fact that expressing the 
oil from cottonseed increases its value 
as a food for cattle; removing the 
starch from corn yields a corn pfo- 
duct of enhanced merits. We must all 
stand squarely on this general truth 
that neither the source, nor the 
method of treatment, but the actual 
digestible food content determines 
largely the true worth of any food. 

Feeds Must Be Palatable 

Aside from nutritive values, there 
are a few other general factors that 
basically affect nutrition. Feeds must

For all types of animals, but partic- 
ularly for ruminants, succulence is a 
factor having a potent influence upon 
digestive efficiency. A surplus of wa- 
ter in the food depresses not only the 
digestion of the food constituents 
proper, but if continued has a depress- 
ing influence upon the vigor, the vital- 
ity and the resistance of the animal, 
but if this water is restricted to the 
succulent foods such as roots or 
silage, and the animal provided with 
its necessary quota of digestible dry 
matter, then generous amounts of 
these foods are reflected in a higher 
production. 3 

The feed manufacturer, the stock 
feeder, and all parties indirectly af- 
fected, are equally concerned in high- 
est economic production from the ma- 
terials consumed. Each should ever 
bear in mind that food is put to two 
uses, entirely distinct yet closely re- 
lated, viz., maintenance and produc- 
tion. No returns of any kind are 
made to the stockman for the food for 
maintenance. It is the material which 
is consumed to keep the animal-ma- 
chine heated up and in running order. 
We cannot work a dead horse, nor 
milk a dead cow; but to keep these 
animals alive and capable of working, 
we must unceasingly meet the re- 
quirements for daily upkeep. Further- 
more, since self-preservation is the 
hrst law of life, this maintenance re- 
quirement is the animal’s first demand 
upon the food supplied. When this 
need is met the remainder goes to do 
work, make meat, or produce milk. In 
other words, it goes for production. 
The food used for production must 
not only pay all the costs, but must 
bring us our profits. Consequently, 
it is almost axiomatic that only those 
animals having a capacity to handle 
large quantities of feed, and thus hav- 
ing a large surplus above maintennce 
for production, can pay for their feed 
or show their feeder a profit. Further- 
more, it is almost as self-evident that 
the more feed which we can get an 
animal to consume and to show pro- 
ductive returns for, the more profit- 
able will that animal be. Thus we see 
that the only really profitable animal 
is the one with a large feed bill. How 
lar this position is from that of more 
general farmers, you know as well as 
do I, 

This is equally true of all classes of 
work. It is especially true of young 
stock of all types. Growing stock of 
all kinds should be liberally fed to in- 
Sure greatest growth—for rapid gains 
are almost always cheapest gains. It 
Is necessary that we should develop 
in the growing animal a large capacity 
and appetite for food. Much eating is 
a matter of habit—just recall some of 
your over-indulgent acquaintances— 
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and it is of great importance that we 
develop this habit to its fullest degree 
in all our stock, for their chief end in 
life is to take food and produce from 
it. This is a doctrine that all live- 
stock men must continue to empha- 
size; it means increased efficiency 
from the feeds supplied.—Address be- 
fore food manufacturers at Persia last 
July.

All animals offered must be under 
nine years old, absolutely sound, in 
suitable sale condition- and free 
from physical indication of disease. 
All animals six months old or 
older, at time of sale, must have 
passed a tuberculin test, conducted 
by a state-authorized veterinarian. 
All females offered that are three 
years’ old or older, must have pro- 
duced a living calf within one year, 
or show unmistakable evidence of 
being in calf at time of sale and 
every animal of either sex must be 
guaranteed a breeder. 


Every animal offered must be 
pledged to absolute sale, and every 
discovered violation of this rule will 
debar the offending consignor from 
the future privileges of the sale pa- 
vilion. 

A copy of the foregoing resolu- 
tions shall be published in full on 
all entry blanks and in all cata- 
logues used for sales conducted in 
the pavilion, and shall form a part 
of the rules of entry to which each 
consignor shall subscribe. 

It will be the policy of the Sale Corpo- 
ration to suspend these rules in the case of 
the total dispersion of a herd or of a sale 
that shall be announced as a “rummy” 
sale and so described in every published 
advertisement and also in the title-page of 
the catalogues of said sale.

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Do Not Blame the Farmers 


The following statement is made by 
the National Grange regarding the 
present high food costs: 

There has been considerable agita- 
tion in the newspapers and magazines 
throughout the country in regard to 
the high cost of living and many un- 
true and unjustifiable statements have 
been made with reference to the re- 
sponsibility of the farmer in regard 
to the matter. 

Therefore, in order that the con- 
suming public may have some facts 
pertaining thereto, vour committec 
submits the following statement: 

In many countries with cheap labor 
and high priced lands the yield pei 
acre exceeds that of the United States 
The American farmer with cheap 
lands and high priced labor »~roduces 
many times as much per man as doe: 
the farmer of any other country in 
the world. 

The high price of farm products i: 
due to several causes. Some of the 
more important ones are: The cli- 
matic conditions of this country dur- 
ing the past year were perhaps one of 
the leading causes of crop shortage. A 
long, cold, wet spring, followed by 
very hot, dry weather, extending over 
a large area of country than is usually 
the case, reduced acreage and yield to 
a more marked degree than has been 
the case for any previous year. For 
example, the wheat in the Northwest 
was a crop failure; the corn crop was 
in many sections a partial failure, as 
well as the potato and vegetable crops 

It must be borne in mind that the 
high prices have struck the farmer in 
whatever he buys, as much as it has 
the city consumer. Farm labor is 
scarcer and higher than ‘ever before 
in this country. Everything the farm- 
er buys, whether machinery, fertilizer, 
fencing, clothing, or the necessaries of 
life, have increased in price by leaps 
and bounds. This is also true of tax- 
ation, the increase being in many sec- 
tions 50 per cent. or more, during the 
last five years. 

In former days everything the farm- 
er needed was produced on his farm 
or in his immediate neighborhood. 
This is all changed and the farmer of 
to-day is the largest consumer of 
manufactured products, even in too 
many cases, buying his meats and 
flour. 

Our city cousins have changed their 
methods of living quite as much as we 
have. Instead of buying in quantit’es, 
as formerly, they live in cramped 
quarters with a kitchenette 6x8 and 
buy in very small quantities, or live 
out of cartons‘and cans and in many 
cases with little regard to Home Eco- 
nomics. With this can be coupled ex- 
pensive methods of distribution, which 
is not the fault of the farmer. 

The fact that nearly one-half of the 
civilized world has left the field of 
production and entered upon the work 
of destruction has increased the de- 
mand for all kinds of products and 
goods. We believe that prices will be 
high for several years, especially for 
manufactured goods. <As to the nrro- 
ducts of the farm, the fixing of prices 
is mainly by the law of supply and de- 
mand in the markets of the world.
